When using electrical appliances, basic safety precautions should 
always be followed including the following:

2. To reduce the risk of fire or shock hazard, plug the air cleaner 
directly into a 120V AC electrical outlet. 

3. To protect against electrical hazards do not immerse in water or 
other liquids. 

4. Close supervision is necessary when any appliance is used by or 
near children, or by invalids. 

5. Always unplug the air cleaner before moving it, opening the grill, 
changing filters, before cleaning, or whenever the air cleaner is 
not in use. 

6. Do not put foreign objects inside the air cleaner. 

7. Do not operate any appliance with a damaged plug, if fan fails to 
rotate, or after the appliance malfunctions or has been dropped 
or damaged in any manner. Return the appliance to Hamilton 
Beach/Proctor-Si lex for examination, electrical or mechanical 
adjustment or repair. 

8. Use the appliance only for intended household use as described 
in this manual. 

9. Do not use outdoors. 

10. Never block the air opening.

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How to Use Your Air Cleaner 



1. Open the cover of air cleaner as 
illustrated. 




2. Remove plastic bag from the 
filter before installing the filter. 
Place the filter in the air cleaner, 
fitting notched corner of filter 
around notched edge of 
air cleaner.

Close the cover of the air 
cleaner until it snaps into place. 

Advance the Filter Replacement 
Indicator one month ahead of 

the current month if the air cleaner is used continuously 
for strong odors. Advance the indicator up to four months 
ahead if it is used only occasionally. 

NOTE: The life of the filter is determined by use. If the air 
cleaner is used continuously for strong odors, such as a 
cat litter box or diaper pail, it may need to be replaced at 
1 month. If only used occasionally, such as in a guest 
bathroom, it may last up to 4 months. 
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5. Plug in air cleaner as illustrated. 

NOTE: Outlets in older homes 
may not hold the air cleaner 
securely. If the air cleaner seems 
"loose" within the outlet, please 
contact a qualified electrician to 
replace the obsolete outlet. 

6. Press the ON switch. The green 
ON Light will indicate that the unit 
is on. 

NOTE: You may leave the air cleaner on constantly or only 
use occasionally for strong odors. The air cleaner is 
designed to work best when plugged in within six feet of 
the odor source. The air cleaner will reduce, not completely 
eliminate, very strong odors. 
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Cleaning 

1. Unplug the unit before cleaning. 

2. Wipe the exterior housing with a clean, dry cloth only. 

3. To clean the grill, wipe with a damp cloth or use a vacuum 
cleaner to remove lint or debris. 

4. Do not use detergents, solvents, or spray cleaners. 
Do not immerse unit in water or other liquid. 

To Replace the Filter 

NOTE: A filter should last 1 to 4 months, depending on use. 

1. Remove air cleaner from the outlet. Open cover of air 
cleaner and remove the used filter. 

2. Discard used filter. Remove plastic bag from new filter 
before installing. Use Hamilton Beach filter, part number 
04290, 04291 , or 04294. 

3. Reset the Filter Replacement Indicator.
